Reaction in Germany. 


The decision of Field-Marshal von 
Hindenburg to stand as the Nationalist 
candidate for the German Presidential 
election has changed the whole complexion 
of the campaign. This old man has played 
a great part in German affairs. When the 
Great War broke out he had retired from 
the Army on account of his advanced 
age. He returned, at the special request 
of the Chief of Staff of that time, when 
the Russians began to. invade East 
Prussia, because he knew more than any 
other living German about the terrain on 
which the German Army was fighting for 
its life. Hindenburg signalised his 
arrival by the smashing victory of: Tannen- 
berg, which put an end once and for, all 
to the Russian menace and incidentally 
made a great military reputation for 
General Ludendorff, who was the veteran 
Pield-Marshal’s Chief of Staff. There- 
after Hindenburg and Ludendorff took 
command of the German Army. Luaden- 
dorfí was the real moving force, the 
tactician par ezcellence; Hindenbutg 
was the figure-head, the personification of 
the German Michel—stolid, sober, honest 
and homely. When the end came—when 
at last the German Army crumpled | 
under the hammer-blows of Marshal Foch 
—Ludendorff lost his head and gave way 
to panic, while the old soldier, weary of it 
all, maintained a certain simple dignity 
and took his defeat like a man. Since 
the Armistice’ Hindenburg has been 
in retirement, and has taken no part 
or lot in the follies of Ludéndorff. 
He has been mentioned frequently in 
connection with the Presidency, but 


allow his name to be sent forward asa 
candidate. Last week, however, realising 
their desperate plight, the Nationalists 
sent him an ad misericordiam appeal, 
and, apparently, having received the 
approval of the ex-Kaiser, to whom! 
Hindenburg continues to be. devotedly 
loyal, he has given his consent and will 
carry the banner of reactionary bush 
to the polls. 

Field-Marsha] von Hindenburg is being 
nominated as a non-party candidate. 
That disguise, of course, will deceive very. 
few who know the circumstances, but the 
National Group hopes to win a large 
number of votes from the parties of the 
Left on the strength of the :veteran’s 


publican candidate, is a Roman Catholic. 
North Germany still is extremely evan- 
gelical in its religious views, and it ‘is 
quite possible that voters who have litéle 
or no sympathy with the monarchist 
movement may support Hindenburg, who, 
after all, is a great national figure, rather 
than cast their votes for a member of 
the Roman Catholic ‘Church. Certainly 
Hindenburg will attract the whole voting 
strength of Bayaria, which at the last 
election—the . preliminary cantef, “as it 
were—divided its support between Herr 
Held and General Ludendorff. Im a 
word, the chances of his success 
cannot .be ignored. He is an avowed 
supporter of the Hobenszollerns, bat. 
his prestige is still, so high that 
thousands of voters, more especially the

changes have been for the better.” When 
she travelled, as a child, from London to 
[NoáNlhaáibeitsad, the journey occupied ten 
days; now it occupies six and a-half hours. 
In 1839 Mrs. Haldane was “bled” for 
“bleeding” was then the doctors’ 
universal remedy. She has seen thecorpses 
of malefactors hung in chains at cross- 
roads. In her young days the wealthy 
classes were extravagant and overbearing. 
Only the Church, the Bar and the Services 
were considered fit professions for a gentle- 
man, “There were barriers everywhere” 
to a poor man’s progress in the world ; 
no door opened save through “ the influence 
of the great.” The condition of the work- 
ing classes was deplorable. Agricultural 
labourers supported their families and 
paid for their cottages on wages of nine 
shillings a week. Imprisoned debtors 
suffered the hardships which have been 
described by Dickens. The improvement 
had been slow since the time when Mrs. 
Haldane's mother visited the inferno of 
Newgate with Elizabeth Fry. 

To those who are impatient of evil and 
suffering in the world of to-day Mrs. 
Haldane's serene wisdom speaks words of 
comfort. Progress may be slow, but it is 
also sure. For the mass of humanity every 
new century is better than the last, and 


“the thoughts of men' are widened with 
the process of the suns. '. Nobody, how- 
ever enamoured of old times, would wish 
to put these islands back into the middle 
of the nineteenth century. Nevertheless, 
progress has its. losses as well as its gains, 
and failure to recognise this fact—or sheer 
ignorance of it—is responsible for the dis- 
pleasing cocksureness of so many writers 
and politicians of the younger school. - In 
censuring the mid-Victorian stupidities we 
must not forget the mid-Victorian virtues— 
virtues bred, like the hounds of Theseus, 
“out of the Spartan kind.” As young 
children Mrs. Haldane, and her brothers and 
sisters, were plunged into cold baths every 
morning at seven o'clock, This discipline 
was genera] among the well-to-do classes. 
4 No doubt, only the fittest survived it, but 
how splendidly fit many of those survivors 
proved themselves to be! Before.she was 
fifteen Mrs. Haldane had studied the 
histories of Hume, Smollett.and Mitford, 
and was familiar with. the poetry of 
Milton, Dryden and Cowper. At that 
age her young contemporaries always 
addressed their elders as “Sir” er 
“Ma'am,” always. curtseyed when they | L 
entered a room, and never spoke until it 
pleased an elder.to address them. This 
culture. was narrow ; it did not make the 
rich and well-born less disdainful of the 
other classes; but. it. did establish, in a 
limited circle, a fine tradition of in- 
tcllectual .thoroughness and it was a 
magnificent creator of character. Whatever 
ouz people s schools may be teaching now, 
they are not teaching thoroughness, and 
manners—for which there are no “results 
fees *’—form no part of their curricula. 
We who are foremost in the files of 


the Vietorians did not know, but a revival 
and democratisation of some aspects of the. 
Victorian culture would do us “a power 
of good.”’

Lord Balfour’s holiday in Syria has 
ended in serious disturbances. He visited 
Damascus on Thursday, and in the after- 
noon a mob, about six thousand strong, 
attempted to storm his hotel. 

The Syrian gendarmes were unable to 
cope with the mob, and it was not until 
a troop of African cavalry charged with 
drawn swords that the approaches to the 
hotel were cleared. Two men were killed 
and at least fifty were injured. 

General Sarrail visited Lord Balfour in 
the evening, and an hour later the British 
statesman, escorted by soldiers, left 
Damascus in a motor car. He drove to 
Beirut, and there boarded the steamer 
Sphinx, which will leave for Alexandria 
to-morrow. The steamer is guarded by a 
strong detachment of police. 


MOBS FROM MOSQUES.

ATTEMPT TO STORM THE 
HOTEL. 


From THE PRESS ASSOCIATION'S SPECIAL. 

COoRRESPONDENT. 

DAMASCUS, Friday. 

Yesterday morning opened here in ominous 
quiet. I motored through the Bazaars and 
around the town before mid-day, and virtually 
every shop and office was elosed, but a 
number of people thronged the streets. No- 
where was a hostile word said to me, but the 
town was certainly on strike, and the pre- 
vailing opinion was that when the Mosques 
emptied there would be a demonstration. 
The belief was not mistaken, for shortly 
after midday the roar of the crowd could be 
heard in the Municipality square, a quarter of 
a mile from the hotel. rd Balfour did not 
venture out during the morning, and he, like 
the others, could hear the angry hum of the 
mob from the square. 
I walked down to the square, where 
mounted police were continually riding off the 
crowds, which were growing in number and 
excitement. From here two roads, divided by 
a waterway, lead up to the hotel. After 4 
quarter of an hour a portion of the crowd 
broke through, rushing up 4 side street in 
order to circumvent the police and reach the 
hotel from another direction. 


STICKS AND STONES. 
This gave an opportunity to the mob, who 
were now throwing stones, to break through 
the weakened cordon on one side of the water- 
way, and soon the crowd got through on the 
other side, and a concourse of people, esti- 
mated at five or six thousand strong, — 
to pour up both avenues to the hotel. is 
was a very anxious moment, as the mob, 
growing in ugliness, was determinedly at- 
tacking the police with sticks and stones, and 
nothing but the most drastic measures coul 
keep them back. I regained the hotel, and 
was a spectator from the balcony adjoining 
Lord Balfour's room. 
The crowd were driving & small force of 
mounted police and gendarmerie bach with a 
fusillade. I saw a policeman hit with a huge 
stone under the balcony on which I was 
standing. _ Then suddenly a French gen- 
darmerie officer, lying virtually full length on 
his horse, char into the crowd. It was a 
great effort, and it broke the crowds’ forma- 
tion; and the men following the officer’s ex- 
ample rallied and pushed the crowd back to a 
safe distance from the hotel. 
THE FIRST SHOTS. | 

A part of the mob, undaunted, renewed 
their attacks, again pushing forward. Then 
for the first time the police and gendarmerie 
fired in the air. The firing became almost 
deafening at times, but always it was over 
the rioters’ heads, and so the latter showed 
little disposition to give way. The attackers 
seized three tramears and took cover in them. 
The gendarmerie choages repeatedly, finally 
driving the crowds half way to Municipality 
square, where hand-to-hand fighting com 
tinued. 

Sometimes the mob endeavoured to take ' 
away their rifles from the foot police. The

Half an hour later the mob 
showed a disposition to return, and 
stoning the military from the side streets, 
upon which the cavalry, supported by the 
armoured cars, cleared the streets. i

unarmed, but some of the shots came 
perilously near the hotel balconies. 

I spoke a few words to Lord Balfour on 
his way to lunch. He appeared very o's 
turbed, but expressed great satisfaction that 
none of: the rioters had been shot. 

THE DEPARTURE. 

General Sarrail visited the hotel at three 
o'clock and stayed a few minutes. He must 
have recommended Tard Balfour to leave 
Damascus, because an hour later, while the 
General halted in his motor car on the bridge 
opposite the hotel, the centre of all eyes, and 
a further diversion was made by aeroplanes 
flying overhead and droppirs smoke bombs, 
Lord Balfour left the hotel annoticed, and, 
accompanied by the Hon. Edward Lascelles,

THE ART OF ETCHING. 

Not all those who can do a thing well 
themselves are capable of passing on their 
knowledge in such a way that generations 
to come may reap the benefit. Mr. E. S. 
Lumsden, whose work as an etcher is so 
widely and deservedly known, has in this 
volume produced a treatise which should 
prove invaluable to student and artist 
alike. The result of years of experience 
is condensed into pages which may be 
read with the deepest interest even by 
those who have never known the joy 
of working on copper. The different pro- 
cesses of etching are explained fully, in- 
cluding dry point, soft ground etching, 
aquatint and mezzotint. A description is 
given of the tools employed and all the 
materials required. So comprehensive is 
this portion of the work that it should 
enable those who have a thorough 
know! of drawing to begin etching 
withcut further instruction and to experi- 
ment for themselves. 

Mr. Lumsden, however, has produced 
something far greater than a mere text- 

The volume contains a survey of 
etching up to the year 1800, with chapters 
on Direr, Rembrandt, Goya and other of 
the old masters. Further chapters deal 
with British etchers of the nineteenth 
century, Mervon and the French revival, 
Hayden, Whistler and the Moderns. Of 
particular interest are personal notes on 
their methods by eminent etchers of the 
present day. The book contains 208 illus- 
trations, 152 of which are reproductions 
of etchings—many of them by the author.
